Journal o£ Commerce, means a great 
deal to the American coal industry m 
the opinion of the Chicago Black Dia- 
mond, which says: 


"While information of a reliable "na- 


ture is yet lacking as to what'proper- 
ties Thomas will purchase, It is prob- 
able that his investments will mean 
the taking over of immense virgin coai 
fields, and perhaps, some going opera- 
tions. From the fact that Mr. Thomas 
while here investigated coal properties 
in three states, it is opined that he will 
not confirm his investment to one 
particular field. 


"As Mr. Thomas is plannig to se- 
cure enormous tonnage to take care 
of export markets that have to "be sup- 
plied with regular deliveries, it is the 
opinion of those who got in close touch 
with the coal Icing on his recent visit 
that he will make purchases in more 
than one field and on more than one 
line of road, so that if there are labor 
troubles in one region, or a suspension 
of transportation, he will have other 
operations to rely upon for tonnage. 
Furthermore, by reason of the hun- 
dreds of export markets that he sup- 
plies with coal, more than one grade 
of coal is required, so that it is logical 
that he will want to secure coals-that 
are adapted for steam, gas and coke 
making-.

Mr. Thomas Is most formidably equip- 
ped for placing a large tonnage of 
American coals In the foreign mar- 
kets. A Liverpool financial publica- 
tion states that the Welsh mines with 
which Mr. Thomas is identified, pro- 
duce upwards of 11,000,000 tons per 
year, and that more than 50,000 per-
